Mr. Raymond Lemassena, 810 Broar 
Street:—-I have here the papers in con- 
nection with the ship canal across Ber- 
gen Neck; also a letter which explains 


the project, and with your permission 


I would like to read the letter so that 
all the people here may know its con- 
tents. 


Mr. Lemassena then read the com- 
munication, as follows:

Gentlemen: 

Complying with the request of the 
Board of Commissioners, I am enclos- 
ing herewith the following documents: 


1. Copy of the original charter 
granted to the New York and Newark 
Bay Ship Canal Company. 


2. Copy of H. R. 6265, authorizing 
the appropriation of one million dol- 
lars by the United States Government. 


3. By-laws of the New York and 
Newark Bay Ship Canal Company. 


4. Agreement between the New 
York and Newark Bay Ship Canal 
Company and Edmund Walter Plunkitt 
for the construction of the canal 
through Bergen Neck. 


An agreement was entered irto be- 
tween the Central Railroad os New 
Jersey and the New York and Newark 
Bay Ship Canal Company, whereby it 
was stipulated to end any further liti- 
gation, that the Central Railroad 
would consent to the canal passing 
through or over its property and would 
construct necessary bridges upon the 
construction of the waterway so as not 
to interfere with shipping. This agree- 
ment, I believe, is in possession of Mr. 
Austin McGregor, president of the 
New York and Newark Bay Ship 
Canal Company. 
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The brief which has already been 
submitted to you calls your attention 
particularly to the fact that by the 
New York and Newark Bay Ship Canal 
Company method work could be imme- 
diately begun, and in a short time the 
canal would be in operation; whereas, 
the dredging of the Newark Bay can 
accomplish nothing more or less than 
the dredging and must then wait the 
final action of the New Jersey Central 
Railroad Company in disposing of the 
present bridge across the bay, and it 
is safe to estimate that this would not 
be accomplished in less than five years. 


The plan which has been outlined 
for the canal across Bergen Neck is 
a revenue-producing proposition and 
would bring considerable money to the 
City of Newark through the payment 
of tolls, all of which would be saved 
to the shipper and the steamship com- 
panies by the shortness of the route 
between New York and the outlying 
waterways to Newark Bay. 


I have submitted the New York and 
Newark Bay Ship Canal Company plan 
to you solely for the purpose of hav- 
ing you thoroughly investigate the 
whole matter before proceeding on the 
plan now proposed. The plan I am ad- 
vocating was submitted to you a year 
ago and should be given immediate at- 
tention. It is only fair to the taxpay- 
ers of the City of Newark that the 
plan and its benefits be thoroughly in- 
vestigated before launching into a 
project of so great importance; and 
bonds should certainly not be issued 
until the matter has been fully de- 
cided. 


Furthermore, I believe that the pub- 
lic should be given ample time and op- 
portunity to investigate and discuss 
the merits of both propositions; which- 


ever plan is adopted should have the 
unanimous support of the citizens of 
our city. 


The New York and Newark Bay 
Ship Canal Company plan must have _ 
plenty of merit or it would not have 
been given the consideration of the 
United States Congress and the Legis- 
lature of the State of New Jersey. Ap- 
propriations, I believe, you know were 
made by both bodies, and it surely 
must be worthy of consideration at 
this time. 


I would earnestly request that you 
return the enclosed documents after 
you have finished with them.

The City of Newark can profitably 
deal with a vital issue facing Ameri- 
can-world standardization of weights 
and measures, 


America, which for five years has 
stood in a very favorable position in 
world commerce, is today finding that 
the advantage she gained over other 
nations during the war is rapidly be- 
ing equalized. The trade which came 
seeking us not long since must now be 
fought for. We cannot afford to hinder 
ourselves by obsolete methods. We 
need the advantage of all the auxil- 
jaries and aids that effort and ingenu- 
ity can devise. Not the least among 
our weapons will be the standardized 
system of weights and measures 
adopted by practically all the civilized 
world with the exception of the United 
States and the British commonwealths. 


Newark, as a great manufacturing 
and commercial city, is vitally inter- 
ested in this matter. We enclose here- 
with a copy of a resolution recently 


passed by the Chicago City Council 
with a vote of 66 to 0, urging the adop- 
tion of the metric system. On the 
same page is set out a resolution now 
pending before the New York Board of 
Aldermen. Will not the City of New- 
ark join the other municipalities in 
urging this great advance for the 
simplification of education, science, 
manufacture, industry and every other 
phase of our national life? 


There are now more than 100,000 
petitions on file with the Department 
of Commerce at Washington demand- 
ing metric legislation. Hundreds of 
these are from National organizations 
with large memberships, and thus sev- 
eral million voters are directly repre- 
sented in the metric urge. Your sup- 
port will be of particular value now 
because of the fact Senator Freling- 
huysen of New Jersey has just intro- 
duced the Metric Standards bill into 
the Senate.

Dr. Hanrahan:—TIf there is any body 
of citizens vitally interested in this 
matter, it is the rent-paying popula- 
tion of our city, because they are the 
people who ride in jitneys and street 
cars. These commercial bodies who 
have advocated the elimination of 
buses and want to increase the carfare, 
it is quite safe to estimate that 90 per 
cent. of their members ride in private 
automobiles and their advocacy for in- 
crease in fare or the elimination of 
buses should not be taken into serious 
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consideration, as ıt does not affect 
their welfare as ıt does the rent pay- 
ers of our city. We do not want the 
buses shunted off to side streets. We 
think it is vitally necessary to have 
them on our main streets. F want to 
offer that communication as a record 
of our organization, and I hope the 
Commission will concur in it. I know 
they are back of Commissioner Ray- 
mond because of the magnificent work 
he is doing. 


Commissioner Raymond:—I am very 
glad to hear those expressions and I 
would like to say they have my moral 
support, and I haven’t the slightest 
idea of doing anything with the jitney - 
service but to strengthen it. I do not 
thing it as arguable, the jitneys are 
here to stay.

1. That pursuant to the act of the 
Legislature of the State of New Jer- 
sey, entitled “An Act to authorize and 
regulate the issuance of bonds and 
other obligations and the incurring of 
indebtedness by county, city, borough, 
village, town, township, or any munici- 
pality governed by an improvement 
commission,” approved March 22, 1916, 
constituting Chapter 252 of the Laws 
of 1916, as amended, bonds of the City 
of Newark, to be known as Water 
Bonds, are hereby authorized to be is- 
sued in the aggregate principal amount 
of Two Million Dollars ($2,000,000) 
for the purpose hereinafter stated, for 
which purpose it is necessary to raise 
said amount of money. Said bonds 
shall be of the denomination of $1,000 
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each, and shall be numbered econsecu- 
tively from 1 to 2,000, inclusive. They 
shall be dated March 1, 1921, shall 
bear interest from their date at the 
rate of five and one-half per centum 
(53%) per annum, payable semi- 
annually on the first days of March 
and September in each year until ma- 
turity, and shall mature in order as 
numbered (beginning with Bond No. 
1) and in thirty-nine annual instal- 
ments or series, payable on the first 
day of March in each year, as follows, 
viz.: $40,000 of bonds in each. of the 
years 1923 to 1931, inclusive; $44,000 
of bonds in each of the years 1932 to 
1941, inclusive, and $60,000 of bonds in 
each of the years 1942 to 1961, in- 
clusive. 


2. The money to be raised by the 
issuance of said bonds shall be applied 
to the purpose of paying for the con- 
struction and acquisition of water sup- 
ply systems for the City of Newark, 
and any part or parts of such systems, 
and buildings, land and rights in land 
therefor, or any or all of such items, 
including the payment of the cost and 
expense of such of said properties or 
improvements as the City itself is au- 
thorized by law to acquire or make, 
and also the payment of amounts re- 
quired to be paid by the City to the 
North Jersey District Water Supply 
Commission under the provisions of 
Chapter 71 of the Pamphlet Laws of 
1916 of the State of New Jersey, as 
amended, and contracts between the 
City and said Commission, for the pur- 
pose of defraying the cost and expense 
of a water supply system in the water- 
shed of the Wanaque River. 


_ 8. The following matters are hereby 
determined and declared pursuant to 
the requirements of said Chapter 252 
of the Laws of 1916, as amended: The 
probable period of usefulness of each 


of the improvements and properties 
for which bonds are hereby authorized 
to be issued, computed from the date 
of said bonds and within the limits 
prescribed by Section 4 of said Chap- 
ter 252 of the Law$ of 1916, as amend- 
ed, is forty years, ending March 1, 
1961. Said improvements and proper- 
ties are all of the class described in 
sub-division (c) of sub-section (2) of 
said Section 4, and none of them has 
yet been completed or acquired.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date, in 
the Council Chamber, City Hall, New- 
ark, at 11 A. M. 


Present:—Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, Mayor 
Gillen. 


The minutes of regular meeting of 
January 13th and special meeting of 
January 18th, 1921, were read and ap- 
proved. 


Mr. George L. Record, 15 Exchange 
Place, Jersey City, appeared before 
the Board and presented the follow- 
ing communication: 


To the Commissioners 
of the City of Newark. 


Gentlemen:— 


I have been retained by Mr. John 
Milton, Corporation Counsel of Jersey 
City, acting under authority of the 
Commissioners of that city, as Special 
Counsel to aid the city in formulating - 
a bill to be submitted to the Legisla- 
ture to secure the abandonment of the 
Morris Canal. 


It is the desire of the said Commis- 
sioners and of the Corporation Coun- 
sel, as it is mine, that we should have 
the co-operation of the Commissioners 
of the City of Newark in working out 
a plan for the abandonment of the 
canal. Jersey City and Newark are 
more deeply interested than any other 
municipal corporation in the abandon- 
ment of this canal and its devotion to 
some other use. In both cities the 
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canal 1s not only useless as a canal, 
but 1s a positive detriment to health, 
and the canal bed is available for other 
much needed public uses. In addition 
the water rights owned or claimed to 
be owned by the Canal Company are 
of very great advantage, if not of ab- 
solute necessity, to both Jersey City 
and Newark, and to other North Jer- 
sey communities, in the future devel- 
opment of the water supplies of those 
municipalities, 


There are three possible ways in 
which to secure the abandonment of 
this canal. One is to endeavor to ne- 
gotiate an agreement with the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Company, the lessee 
of the canal, whereby a bill shall be 
passed through the Legislature ac- 
ceptable to said company, providing 
for the extinguishment of its rights in 
the canal, and its acquisition by the 
State, and presumably for the aban- 
donment of the canal by the State 
thereafter, and its devotion to some 
more useful public purpose. 


The second method is, in default of 
reaching an agreement with the com- 
panies, to pass a bill providing for the 
condemnation either of the lease by 
the Canal Company to the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad Company and the stock 
of the Morris Canal Company, or all 
the right, title and interest of both 
companies in the canal property. 


The third method is, to enact legis- 
lation providing for the acquisition by 
the State in 1924 of the canal property 
pursuant to the provisions of the orig- 
inal canal charter, which gives the 
State the right to take over the canal 
property in that year, upon paying to 
the Canal. Company its value, to be 
appraised as in the method provided in 
the charter. 


My personal view' is that the third 
method will prove impractical if the 
Canal Company or its lessee, the Le- 
high Valley Railroad Company, are 


‘opposed to the taking over of the canal 
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under that provision of the charter. 
One of the difficulties involved in that 
method of procedure is indicated in 
the resolution presented in the Senate 
this week by Senator Parry, of Essex 
County, asking the Attorney General 
to give the Legislature an opinion 
upon certain points raised by the Sen- 
ator in those resolutions. The canal 
charter provides that in 1924 the State 
has the option to take over the canal, 
and in default of the exercise of that 
option, the charter of the Canal Com- 
pany and its possession of the canal is 
extended for another period of fifty 
years. If the State elects to take over 
the canal in 1924 under this provision, 
the charter provides that the value 
shall be ascertained by ten commis- 
sioners, five to be appointed by the 
State or by the Governor and five to 
be appointed by the Canal Company. 
As the Lehigh Valley owns the stock 
control of the Canal Company, it will 
be able to control the policy of the 
Canal Company. 


If in 1924 the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road Company is opposed to the State 
taking over the canal, it will be in 
their power either to refuse to appoint 
the five commissioners which they are 
entitled to appoint, or to appoint five 
commissioners who will be unable to 
agree with the commissioners appoint- 
ed by the Governor, upon the amount 
to be paid to the Canal Company. 
What would happen in that event is 
problematic, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral, in response to Senator Parry’s 
resolutions, will give his opinion of 
the -rights of the State under those 
conditions. But whatever his opinion, 
the fact remains, that owing to the in- 


dequacy of the charter machinery for 
taking over the canal in 1924, the 
whole matter can be taken into State 
and National courts, and made the 
subject of prolonged litigation. f 


If this is sound reasoning, then one 
. or the other of the two courses first 
suggested would be the best plan to 
adopt. ' 


Whatever plan is finally adopted, un- 
der the law we must publish in the 
newspapers a notice of the proposed in- 
troduction of our bill at least a week 
before the same is introduced. It will 
take some time to prepare such a bill 
and, as the Legislature is now in ses- 
sion, the task of formulating a plan 
and drawing a bill in conformity there- 
with ought to be undertaken at once. 


It will be seen from the foregoing 
that the task of solving this problem 
is not an easy one, and the Commis- 
sioners of Jersey City and their legal 
advisers are very anxious to have the 
assistance of Newark and its legal ad- 
visers, both in the matter of formu- 
lating the plan to be adopted and in 
the actual preparation of the bill. 
After the bill is prepared and intro- 
duced, it is probable that the Legis- 
lative Committee would desire to hold 
public hearings upon it in Jersey City 
and Newark, and perhaps in some 
other municipalities, as well as at 
Trenton. The public should be kept 
fully informed of the situation as it 
develops, and all parties in interest be 
given the fullest opportunity to study 
the bill and to criticize it as soon as it 
is prepared and while pending in the 
Legislature. . 


The solution of this canal problem 
is as important to Jersey City’ and 
Newark as it is difficult. I therefore 
earnestly hope that your Commission 


may see its way clear to take prompt 
action to join with the officials of Jer- 
sey City in the attempt to solve this 
problem in a way that shall conserve 
the public interests involved.

Mr. Record:—That states the prob- 
lem as I see it and, with your permis- 
sion, I will file it with your clerk, and 
Iam prepared to answer any questions 
that the Commissioners desire to ask 
me. 


Mayor Gillen:—I think we should 
take it up in conference before taking 
any action on it. 


Mr. Record: May I make a sugges- 
tion in reference to a conference? My 
opinion about conferences is this: If 
you hold a conference, the first thing 
that will come up will be legal ques- 
tions, and unless you arrange to have 
them studied in advance, that confer- 
ence will result in referring them for 
further study. I would suggest that 
the time to hold a conference would be 
after the legal advisers have adopted 
a full set of legal answers. 


Commissioner Raymond: — This 
question is closely related, as I under- 
stand it, to our water supply in our 
new Wanaque development. I would 
like to have the matter in some way 
referred to my department and in 
some way referred to Mr. Congleton. 
There are phases of this think I would 
like to have studied in my department 
and there are other phases I would 
like Mr. Congleton to look into. If 
there is any other Commissioner who 
would like to study any phase, I do 
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not object. In addition, I suggest a 
conference of the Commission to de- 
termine if we can between ourselves 
just what action we should take. 


Mr. Record:—-We ought to have 
someone in behalf of these two munici- 
palities sit down with some represent- 
ative of the Lehigh Valley R. R. and 
find out what part of the residuum they 
want; what their terms are, then the 
lawyers should figure on legal pro- 
ceedings, then a conference should be 
held and all matters gone into. After 
you know what the Lehigh wants you 
can determine if it is too much or 
fair, then you can put it right on the 
table and see if it can be accepted or 
‘modified. 


Commissioner Raymond: — Until 
that is found out, I do not see what 
the value of a public conference would 
be, until we find out what they want. 


Commissioner Archibald moved that 
the matter be referred to Director 
Raymond and City Counsel Congleton 
for report, and that it be taken up 
with the Commission in conference.

Mr. George F. Seymour, 20 Clinton 
Street:—Mr. Mayor and gentlemen, a 
short time ago I made application to 
your Commission for permission to 
use the streets by motor buses and 
jitneys, and at the time application 
was made it was made in the name for 
fifteen lines. You referred it to the 
Department of Streets, and Commis- 
ssioner Raymond after studying the 


matter seems to think he did not favor 
a monopoly in bus or jitney lines, and 
he has suggested to me instead of 
making application for fifteen lines he 
would be satisfied if each line made its 
own application. There would be four- 
teen instead of one and each line would 
run separate and distinct from any 
other line. I have prepared these re- 
quests and I would like at this time 
to withdraw the application I made a 
short time ago and ask that this be 
filed and placed on record with the 
City and take up the stautory require- 
ments, such as advertising.

Gentlemen :— 


I have consulted each of you in re- 
gard to comfort stations in the County 
Parks located in Newark. You have 
agreed with me that they ought to be 
open for the benefit of the public. 
Now, if the Essex County Park Com- 
mission would open one or two stations 
it would establish a bad precedent be- 
cause the rest of the county parks also 
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would expect to keep open. This is the 
view of the Essex County Park Com- 
mission as told to me. But the Park 
Board also said that if the city would 
pay a small part'of the expenses for 
four months they would keep open as 
many comfort stations as the city 
might request. I informed Mayor 
Gillen of this fact. So has Doctor 
Craster, head of the Bureau of Health, 
who took the matter up with Commis- 
sioner Monahan. 


As Commissioner Monahan did not 
eare to assume the responsibility 
alone, I thought it advisable to put 
this matter before the whole City 
Commission. 


The city could keep three comfort 
stations open, as follows: 


River Bank Park, corner Fer- 
guson and Market Sts., four

West Side Park, corner 12th St. 

and 16th Ave., four months. 800 
Sussex Track and Field House, 
corner Duryea and Orange 

Sts, four months........... 400

The Sussex Track is extensively 
used by the college and high school 
boys. I hope you will grant this ré- 
quest, as the situation is almost a 
necessity for the publie health.

Commissioner Monahan: Mr. Mayor, 
in regard to responsibility, I would 
say I did not want to take the respon- 
sibility. A very good suggestion was 
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made to me by Dr. Craster and I took 
it up with the City Counsel and he 
stated we would not be permitted 
legally to supply this money to keep 
them open. Then I thought it would 
be up to Dr. Craster to compel the 
Park Commission to keep them open 
at their expense. I do not think we 
should spend money for county parks 
when they have their own budget. Mr. 
Congleton informed me that we could 
not legally supply the money. 


City Counsel Congleton: Commis- 
sioner Monahan has stated by views 
as I gave them to him. These comfort 
stations are part of the Essex County 
Park System. I do not believe we have 
any legal authority to raise by taxa- 
tion money to run these comfort sta- | 
tions. We are now paying over 66 per 
cent. of the cost of maintaining the 
county parks, and I suggest the place 
for them to go is before the County 
Board of Freeholders. If they are not 
being given a large enough budget to 
maintain them, they should bake ap- 
plication for an increased appropria- 
tion. 


Commissioner Monahan:—I think it 
is within the power of this Board to 
compel them to keep them open where 
they are within the city limits. 


City Counsel Congleton:—We can 
certainly compel them to maintain 
them in a sanitary condition. Whether 
they can be compelled to keep them 
open is another proposition. The 
budget of the County Park Commis- 
sion is mandatory upon the Board of 
Freeholders. ‘ 


Commissioner Monahan moved that 
the matter be referred to City Counsel 
Congleton and Dr. Craster to com- 
municate for the Board with the Essex 


County Park Commission that the 
Board feels that these comfort sta- 
tions should be maintained.

Commissioner Archibald offered the 
following statement: 


Newark, N. J., January 20, 1921. 


To the Honorable, 
The Board of Commissioners of 
The City of Newark, N. J. 


Gentlemen :— 


I desire to state to the Board that 
I have been devoting considerable 


- time since the adoption of our tenta- 


tive budget on Tuesday morning last, 
with the various heads of my depart- 
ment for the purpose of trying to as- 
certain as nearly as possible, at this 
time, the approximate tax rate for 
the City of Newark in so far as it re- 
lates to the municipal affairs over 
which I have control, and think I am 
now in a position to give you some 
substantial information. 


T am making this statement at this 


‘time in view of the fact that a public 
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hearing is advertised upon our budget 
for Friday, January 28th, so that the 
public may have full information be- 
fore that date, and come before us and 
discuss the matter with as much help 
as possible. 


It is my judgment that our local 
rate this year, will be less than last 
year’s local rate by from 20 to 25 
points. In 1920 the total appropria- 
tion for city purposes amounted to 
$11,819,559.87, as against $11,360,310.- 


60 for 1921, showing an increase in 
total appropriation for city purposes 
of only $40,714.75. 


As you all know, the tax rate is 
made up by taking the total amount 
of our appropriation less anticipated 
miscellaneous revenues, and after 
making this deduction, the difference 
is raised by direct taxation. We will 
raise by direct taxation for city pur- 
poses this year $8,910,810.62, as 
against $9,369,595.87 for 1920, show- 
ing a decrease in amount to be raised 
by direct taxation for city purposes of 
$459,285.25. 


This is possible, not only by the 
small increase in appropriation, as 
mentioned above, but also because of 
an increase in anticipated miscellane- 
ous revenue of $500,000. In addition 
to the small increase in our budget 
appropriation for city purposes and 
the increase in anticipated miscellane- 
ous revenue, there will also be an in- 
crease in ratables over last year. 
Most of this increase in ratables is not 
due merely to increased valuation, but 
by property that is this year subject 
to taxation that was not so subject 
last year. One item of increase alone 
is an assessment of $7,500,000 against 
the Prudential Insurance Company, as 
against nothing last year. An assess- 
ment of $600,000 against personal 
property of the Submarine Boat Cor- 
poration, and there are several other 
large items similar to these. 


With all of this information now be- 
fore me, I confidently predict that the 
rate for local purposes for 1921 will 
not exceed $1.74, as against $1.94 of 
last year, and that the total rate, in- 
cluding the city rate above referred 
to, the budget for the Board of Edu- 
cation, the county tax, the State school 
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tax, State road tax, bridge and tunnel 
tax, and the soldiers’ bonus tax will 
not exceed $3.75, the same as it was 
last year, and I have hopes that it may 


be kept even lower. ©

Mayor Gillen:—There are three 
members of this Board who are mem- 
bers of the Board of School Estimate 
and we constitute the majority of that 
Board and share in the responsibility, 
in fact the majority of responsibility 
for the amount that is to be appropri- 
ated for the maintenance of schools. 
Yesterday at the annual meeting of 
the New Jersey League of Municipali- 
ties, the Secretary read a very inter- 
esting statement regarding the in- 
creased cost of City expenses, and 
among others he read comparative fig- 
ures respecting the increase in the 
maintenance of schools in various mu- 
nicipalities. One municipality showed 
an increase for instance in a given 
number of years of 30 per cent. and 
other municipalities showed an 
crease of 60 to 70 per cent., a vast dif- 
ference, indicating that in some mu- 
nicipalities School Boards might have 
been extravagant, while in others 


economical. My opinion is that in order - 


to see that the tax rate is kept down 
we must carefully scrutinize the 
budget of the School Board. Hereto- 
fore we have only received a scant 
amount of information in the budget 
submitted by the Board of School Es- 
timate and the three Commissioners of 
this Board have had very little oppor- 
tunity to determine whether the fig- 
ures were extravagant. I do not think 
anybody on this Board would care to 
curtail or hamper the schools. We 
want to give the school system every 
dollar that is absolutely necessary to 
operate in a proper and efficient man- 


in- 


o 


ner, but ıt would seem that the present 
School Board has been very extrav- 
agant. We must carefully scrutinize 
the budget that has been prepared, 
and at the last meeting of this Board 
which Commissioner Raymond and 
Commissioner Brennan were unable to 
attend, we passed a motion to have a 
meeting on the budget and communi- 
cate with the School Board asking 
that a real itemized budget, similar to 
ones we prepare ourselves be sub- 
mitted to this Board in time for 
analysis and inspection. 


` 


Cormissioner Raymond:—That is a 
very good point. We never used to get 
anything until a few days before the 
meeting. 


Mayor Gillen: We must insist upon 
having a budget of that character and 
insist upon having our experts and 
ourselves given an opportunity to 
study that budget. 


Commissioner Raymond: — The 
great trouble with the School Board 
is that they have no financial officer. 
Mr. Judson acts as financial officer for 
_ my department and Mr. Brady for the 
City. The School Board should cer- 
tainly have a financial officer. They 
do not know themselves what they are 
spencing. 


Mayor Gillen:—This Board has done 
very good work to keep down its rate, 
to reduce 20 to 25 points, but if the 
School Board and County Board are 
going to upset the record of this Board 
it will have no effect. 


Mayor Gillen offered the following 
resol ation: 
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Resolved, That the resolution for the 
appointment of an mvestigating com- 
mittee passed by the Board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Newark on 
November 24, 1920, be amended to 
read as follows: 


Whereas, There has been for some 
time past, and there is now existing a 
great shortage in the number of flats, 
apartments, tenement houses and 
homes for rent in the cities of this 
State, and especially in the City of 
Newark, which is chiefly due to the 
cessation of building operations; and 


Whereas, As the result of said short- 
age there are insufficient living ac- 
commodations for the people of this 
city and such shortage has resulted ir 
the exactions of exorbitant rent so 
that many of the people are unable to 
secure housing accommodations within 
their means; and 


Whereas, It has been charged that 
these conditions are due among other 
things to the maintenance of ex- 
orbitant and fictitious prices for build- 
ing materials caused by unlawful com- 
binations, associations, agreements or 
understandings among manufacturers, 
builders and dealers in building mate- 
rials; and 


Whereas, The committee appointed 
by His Honor the Mayor ‘to investi- 
gate the price of building materials 
with the object of stimulating house 
building in this city has reported as _ 
to the result of its investigation that 
the price of building materials and 
plumbing supplies are far out of pro- 
portion to the cost of production, and 
that such high prices are maintained 
by artificial means and are not due 
to the operation of the law of supply 
and demand; and 


Whereas, Such investigating. com- 
mittee has requested the City Com- 
mission to appoint a committee from

Commissioner Brennan:—Let me 
understand that, Mr. Mayor. What I 
want to make clear in my mind is, 
how far does this resolution, if adopt- 
ed, permit this Commission to go, and 
what authority have we outside of in- 
vestigating our own contracts?

Assistant City Attorney Kussy:-— 
While the act provides that a commit- 
tee may have power to investigate 
city contracts, yet as affecting those 
contracts and the price which the city 
is paying, it becomes very pertinent to 
inquire into the practices of material 
men’s organization in order to deter- 
mine whether they fix rates, and if 


they have power to fix rates their ac- 
tion vitally affects our contracts and 
the prices the city is paying, and I 
take it in connection with such investi- 
gation we can inquire into the pro- 
ceedings of such organizations and de- 
termine whether their proceedings are 
in restraint of trade and whether they 
could have competition by their pro- 
ceedings. 


Commissioner Brennan:—If that is 
true, have we got authority or power 
to proceed against those individuals 
from a criminal standpoint? 


Mr. Kussy:—There was explicit 
power granted under the Seven Sisters 
Act, which was repealed, but -never- 
theless a common law will recognize 
unlawful combinations in restraint of 
trade, and, so recognized, ÍI am in- 
clined’ to think under the Federal 
Statutes we have power to subject the 
individual to criminal prosecution. I 
am inclined to think the Federal au- 
thorities would take action if their at- 
tention was brought to the question.

There is hereby estab- 
lished in The City of Newark a Law 
Department, which shall consist of a 
Corporation Counsel, a Private Secre- 
tary to the Corporation Counsel, and 
two Assistant Corporation Counsels, 
to be designated, respectively, First 
Assistant Corporation Counsel and 
Second Assistant Corporation Counsel, 
and as many legal assistants, clerks 
and other employees as may be neces- 
sary for the proper and efficient con- 
duct of the affairs of said department. 


Section 2. The Corporation Counsel 
shall be appointed by The Board of 
Commissioners and the Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel and Private Secre- 
tary to the Corporation Counsel shall 
be appointed by the Corporation 
Counsel, with the consent and concur- 
rence of the Board of Commissioners, 
and shall be removable at his pleas- 
ure. The legal assistants, clerks and 
other employees shall be appointed by 
the Corporation Counsel, with the con- 
sent of the governing body, and shall 
be deemed to be within the purview of 
an act entitled, “An Act regulating 
the employment, tenure and discharge 
of certain officers and employees of 
this State and of the various counties 
and municipalities thereof, and provid- 
ing for a Civil Service Commission, 
and defining its powers and duties,” 
approved April 10th, one thousand, 
nine hundred and eight, and the acts 


supplementary thereto and amenda- 
tory thereof, and shall not be removed 
except as in said act provided. 


Section 3. The Corporation Counsel 
shall be the chief law officer of the 
city end the attorney or solicitor of 


record in all proceedings wherein the - 


city or any of its’ officers, boards, 
bodies or commissions, by reason of 
any suits growing out of their official 
position, shall be a party. He shall 
advise all city officials and bodies of 
any matters relating to the city gov- 
ernment, when requested to do so, and 
shall supervise the preparation of all 
contracts, deeds and other documents 
and all statutes, ordinances and reso- 
lutions referred to the Law Depart- 
ment for preparation. All other em- 
ployees of the Law Department shall 
perform such dutiees as may from 
time to time be assigned to them by 
the Corporation Counsel. 


Section 4. The Corporation Counsel 
shall be appointed for a term coex- 
tensive with that of The Board of 
Commissioners appointing him, and 
the terms of office of the Assistant 
Corporation Counsels and the Secre- 
tary to the Corporation Counsel shall 
expire with the term of office of the 
Corporation Counsel appointing them, 
unless sooner removed by him, as 
above provided. 


Section 5. Upon the expiration of 
his term of office or his resignation or 
removal therefrom, the Corporation 
Counsel shall forthwith surrender to 
the several city officers charged with 
the custody thereof, all deeds, leases, 
conveyances, obligations, bonds, con- 
tracts, agreements, maps, reports and 
other papers in his hands belonging to 
the City, and shall deliver to his suc- 
cessor in office all legal papers and 
documents relating to the business of 


the City, together with a written con- 
sent of substitution of his successor 
in all actions then pending and unde- 
termined in which the City is a party. 


Section 6. Upon the expiration of 
their term of office or their resignation 
or removal therefrom, the Assistant 
Corporation Counsels shall forthwith 
surrender to the Corporation Counsel 
all legal papers and documents relat- 
ing to the business of the City. 


Section 7. Whenever the Corpora- 
tion Counsel shall be absent from his 
office or shall be disabled in any way 
from the performance of his official 
duties, he may designate one of the 
assistant corporation counsels in his 
office to act as his deputy during such 
absence or disability, which designa- 
tion shall be made in writing and ad- 
dressed to The Board of Commission- 
ers. The person so designated shall 
perform, during such absence or dis- 
ability, all of the duties of the office of 
the person so appointing him, and the 
person making such appointment shall 
be responsible for the acts of the per- 
son so designated. 


Section 8. The Corporation Counsel 
is authorized, with the consent of the 
governing body, to employ such addi- 
tional counsel to aid in the trial or 
argument of such causes or proceed- 
ings of importance in which the City 
may be a party or be interested, as h 
may deem necessary. , 


Section 9. The Corporation Coun- 
sel may compromise, with the advice 
and consent of The Board of Commis- 
sioners, any matter referred to him. 


Section 10. Before any warrant 
shall be issued for the payment of any 
money from the City Treasury in any 
matter where a deed is necessary or 


under any contract to which the City 
1s a party, the Corporation Counsel 
shall endorse in writing upon said 
deed or contract his approval, as to 
form, of the same, together with the 
statement of any liens or incum- 
brances affecting the transaction. 


Section 11. Whenever a debt due 
the City which may have been placed 
in the hands of the Law Department 
for collection has been collected, the 
‘Corporation Counsel shall forthwith 
render an account thereof to the Di- 
rector of the Department of Revenue 
and Finance, stating the nature of the 
debt, the person against whom it was 
recovered and the amount and date of 
recovery, and shall immediately pay 
over the amount so received to the Di- 
rector of the Department of Revenue 
and Finance, taking his receipt there- 
for, and at the same time file a dupli- 
cate copy of said account so filed with 
the Director of the Department of 
Revenue and Finance with the Direc- 
tor of the department in which said 
debt or claim originated. 


Section 12. The Corporation Coun- 
sel shall, on or before the 15th day of 
January in each year, and at other 
times when requested so to do by the 
Board of Commissioners. make a re- 
port to said Board of all civil suits or 
legal proceedings or other matters in 
which the City has been interested, 
begun, pending or determined during 
the twelve months next preceding the 
time of making such report. 
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Section 13. The salaries of the va- 
rious members of the Law Department 
shall be as follows:

Mayor Gillen:—I am against the 
whole ordinance, against any changes 
at this fime and against an increase 
in the salaries of the members of the 
Law Department with one exception, 
and that is Mr. Kussy, because, as I 
have said, if you start to increase one 
department you are going to have all 
the departments come in and say they 
want an increase.

I had hoped that you, as the Chief 
Magistrate of the City of Newark, if 
you had any regard for civie decency, 
would have taken some steps to have 
improved the conditions of open 
gambling and saloon lawlessness in 
the City of Newark, as reported in 
my letter of November 28rd, 1920. 


Instead of improving, conditions 
are, if anything, worse than they 
were at that time. 


It is very clear that yourself and 
the Board of Commissioners are in- 
dictable for conspiracy against the 
United States Government in issuing 
licenses to sell intoxicating liquors, 
and, as you know, I have made de- 
mand upon the United States District 
Attorney to institute such proceed- 
ings f 


My object in writing this letter is 
especially to call your attention to the 
fact that the race-track pool room re- 
ported to you in my previous letter is 
still in operation without—seemingly 


—-any interference by the police or 
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any officers of the law in the City of 
Newark responsible for the enforce- 
ment of law. 


I understand that “Hymie” and 
“Connie” who are backing this joint 
(according to report), temporarily 
transferred to Jersey City, where they 
overated for three days, and were 
driven out. 


Of course I do not intend to inti- 
mate that private citizens, like myself, 
have greater facilities for ascertaining 
criminal conditions than have the 
police of the city; undoubtedly some- 
body in -authority knows of the exist- 
ence of this pool room, and a police- 
man would have to be blind, indeed, 
who could not see the gang from Jer- 
sey City and New York who every 
afternoon resort to this place, and, 
after the last advices are received 
from the races at Havana and New 
Crleans, come pouring out of these 
premises and crowd the McEnroe 
saloon. 


What are you and Commissioner 
Brennan going to do about it?

City Counsel Congleton:—I think 
in all fairness to the members of this 
Commission that I should state that if 
anyone is responsible for the ordi- 
nance that was drawn under which we 
are issuing licenses which he calls at- 
tention to that it is mine. The Direc- 
tor of the Department of Publie Safety 
outlined to me what he had in mind 
and I prepared the ordinance, and if 
it is wrong from a legal standpoint, 


the blame should attach to me and not 
the commissioner. So far as I am 
personally concerned, I am satisfied 
with my own legal position, and I say 
to you from my knowledge of funda- 
mental law, both of this State and the

An adjourned meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark was held on the above date in the 
Council Chamber, City Hall, Newark, 
at 11 o’clock A. M. 


Present:—Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, Mayor 
Gillen. ' 


Mayor Gillen:—The Board is meet- 
ing this morning to hear citizens on 
the eity budget that is about to be 
adopted. The Board is now ready to 
listen to any citizen who desires to 
discuss the matter of the budget. 


Mr. Charles Birdsall, 314 North 7th 
Street: I notice in looking over your 
budget for 1921 that the departmental 
and non-departmental expenditures 
for 1920 was $7,844,757, as against 
$8,451,536 for the year 1921, an in- 
crease over $600,000. 


It ought not to be necessary to re- 
mind you gentlemen that living ex- 
penses have already greatly decreased 
and are continuing downward,food hav- 
ing been reduced from 10% to over 60% 
upon all important items, and clothing 


being from 25% to 50% lower than 


last year. Do you propose under these 
conditions to continue the wage scale 
of last year? Half of the persons 
employed by the City Hall have sal- 
aries fixed by law; the wages of the 
many hundreds who constitute the 
other half are determined by you. The 
payrolls in the six departments I am 
referring to in 1919 was 722% of the 
total outlay in these departments. If 
this percentage be applied to the 1921 
appropriations they” will amount to 
over $600,000. 
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It is a diseouraging fact that a due 
regard to the argumentum admission 
may curtail your inclination to reduce 
salaries. Payrolls are made up of two 
factors, persons eraployed and rate of 
wages paid. As to number employed 
I shall limit my remarks to these at 
this place. 


In 1919 the 93 persons on the pay- 
roll received $97,134.00; other ex- 
penses included $1,000 for drinking- 
cups; $1,362.93 for towels, which at 
50c each would provide 2,725, and 
$5,436 for janitor supplies—what ever 
they might be other than soap, brushes 
and brooms—it is hard to tell, amount- 
ed to $75,000. To these enormous ex- 
penditures you now purpose to add 
$32,000 more, making a total of $205,- 
000, including coal. Several years ago 
I was a member of an organization 
which aimed to secure a certain 
change in a city method, and in the 
course of our investigation I asked a 
high official if it was necessary 
to employ so large a number of men 
as he had. He replied certainly not, 
Mr. Birdsall; if this were a private 
business it could be run at a much 
lower cost, but we have a lot of politi- 
eal proteges who must be taken 
care of. 


It was the belief of many thousands 
who voted for a commission govern- 
ment that we would thus get rid of 
political proteges. Can it be that in- 
stead of getting rid of them we have 
multiplied them by 5? How long 
would any private business last which 
employed in such a building as this 
93 persons to care for it at a cost of 
$97,000 and spend $50,000 more on its 
upkeep ? 


If you gentlemen will conduct the 
business of Newark as you would your 
own, I am sure you will merit and re- 


ceive the respect and backing of all 
well wishers of the city. 


Mayor Gillen: The City is growing, ` 


and as the city grows it becomes nec- 
essary to employ a greater number of 
employees. I do not mean that this 
applies to everything, but it will apply 
to Commissioner Raymond’s depart- 
ment, who has under his control the 
paving of streets, street cleaning, 
garbage removal, ete., and it also ap- 
plies to the Health Department, where 
we have 405,000 people to look after 
instead of 350,000. You can therefore 
readily see that it will require in vari- 
ous departments a greater number of 
employees to transact the business, 
just as it would in a private business. 
I do not mean that that applies to 
everything in the city. 


Mr. Edward Blau: I have taken up 
the budget of the Department of Pub- 
lic Affairs and in particular the City 
Hospital. On account of the short 
time I had to make my observations, 
I could not go into details as to the 
Department of Health, Outdoor Poor 
and the Newark Alms House. The 
City Hospital will, as a criterion, 
serve and we can probably draw con- 
clusions for the other departments. 


The amount appropriated for the 
Newark City Hospital is $517,592.39, 
which is a monthly average of $43,- 
132.70, or approximately $1,500 per 
day and a per capita cost of $3.15. 


The Herman Kiefer Hospital, De- 
troit, Michigan, is a general hospital 
and very similar to ours. While our 
average number of patients is 449, 
theirs is 441. While the total number 
o2 treatments is 164,344 in our City 
Hospital, in the Detroit Hospital there 
are 161,251, but their rate per capita 
during 1919 was $2.51, while ours 
was $2.80. 
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The statistics for 1920 have not been 
published as yet; therefore, I could not 
make comparisons on 1920. However, 


‘let us take the administration ex- 


penses. You will find two assistant 
superintendents where only one is 
needed; in fact, one has been there for 
twenty years, while the other one by 
the way gets the same salary, having 
been put there last February, occupy- 
ing a temporary position, as he has 
not as yet been reported under the 
result of a Civil Service examination 
held in December, 1920. On the other 
hand, we have a night superintendent 
who has been employed for approx- 
imately twenty years, rendering valu- 
able services, and he is certainly en- 
titled to a larger salary than $1,500. 


Under the heading of professional 
care of patients we have three receiv- 
ing clerks, which consists of one war 
veteran and two women. On of these 
women is absolutely unnecessary. Un- 
der the same heading you have two 
dietitians, when in fact only one is 
needed with the help of an assistant 
dietitian. The same thing applies to 
the masseuse—-one masseuse and one 
dietitian is all that is necessary. 


Under cotton and gauze and general 
supplies you have appropriated $12,- 
200, while we expended $10,494.01 for 
cotton and gauze during the past year. 
With undoubtedly an enormous waste 
that same cotton and gauze will not 
cost us more than $3,000 this year, as 
the price has dropped from 35 cents a 
pound to 13 cents. 


Under miscellaneous you have ap- 
propriated $4,000, a clearer descrip- 
tion of what you mean by that would 
be welcome. 


In the X-ray Department I found 
the absolute need of an assistant ro- 


entgenologist and the request of $2,000 
was not allowed. The same thing is 
true in the Pathological Laboratory 
when an allowance of $900.00 for a 
Technician, who is very necessary, and 
the amount was not appropriated. 


Right here, gentlemen, I want to 
say that this is constructive criticism. 


I am not trying to crtitcise the fact ` 


that you are spending a lot of money, 
but I am trying to show you that a 
great deal of it is spent injudiciously; 
for instance, under the Department 
Expenses you pay for four chauffeurs 
and one assistant chauffeur. $6,816.00 
running two ambulances. If you con- 
Sider that they are only making an 
average of twelve calls every twenty- 
four hours, you can readily see that 
each chauffeur makes on an average of 
three calls a day, which does not take 
them longer than two hours, which is 
the average time of their day’s work. 
Why can’t you get two men and spend 
the salaries which the other two are 
supposed to get on men who are ab- 


solutely necessary for the, care of. 


patients? 


Here is another instance which I 
want to bring to your attention. We 
employ 27 porters in the City Hos- 
pital, while eight ought to be able to 
do the work; we are paying $18,636 
to twenty-seven porters, while most of 
them are decrepit and cannot do the 
work required. Aside from that, we 
have a janitor in the Nurses’ Home, 
paying him $1,488, whom, I am told, 
has nothing to do in the place, as ser- 
vice is supplied from the hospital and 
four porters are working to clean up 
the place. 


As to the appropriation of $15,539 
worth of groceries is the same amount 
spent last year, would like to call your 
attention to the drop in prices in 


125 


groceries this year, and I am sure you 
could make a reduction of at least 
25%; with sugar costing 84e today to 
25c of last year, you ought not spend 
more than $1,000 for sugar, instead of 
$2,800 which you appropriated. A 
similar reduction applies to other 
items of food. f 


Let us go,further into the general 
and property expenses: In order to 
run the dynamo and heating plant you 
have one chief, four engineers, two 
substitute engineers and three fire- 
men, one substitute fireman and three 
boiler-room helpers and substitute 
helper, making a total salary $26,- 
698.73. Can you conceive such an ex- 
travagance of running a boiler and en- 
gineering room? Why are you pay- 
ing for four helpers $6,743.73 that do 
absolutely nothing else but cart the 
ashes in wheelbarrows for a couple of 
hours a day? You have a chief en- 
gineer and four other engineers when 
two men could do the work, notwith- 
standing the fact that the union trys 
to-have us employ more. We are pay- 
ing $9,760 salary to four engineers, 
$5,000 of which could be saved, and if 
you would install an automatic ash 
remover you would save another 
£5,000. - 


There are a great many other mat- 
ters to go over, as for instance, the 
giving out of contracts to people that 
don’t put in any bids. It is true that 
according to law you are asked for 
bids on different supplies, but the low- 
est bidder doesn’t get the orders, I am- 
told. 


As to the Department of Health I 
have only had time to go through it 
in a general way, and I am quite con- 
fident that similar conditions prevail 
in this department, as well as in the 
Newark City Home and Alms House. 


Mayor Gillen: You come here to 
criticise the City Hospital without 
knowing anything about the workings 
of the institution. You are absolutely 
wrong. When you compare my city 
budget with other rates, compare them 
with a number of city hospitals. Do 

‘not take some isolated case where 
there may be some local reasons for 
showing a lower rate. Take the aver- 
‘age city hospital throughout the coun- 
try if you want to make a fair compar- 
ison. The figures that are shown on this 
page for supplies, after they were added 
up and computed, show a substantial 
reduction taken from the total of the 
cost of supplies, so that in many in- 
stances where you see an item of 
$12,000 that will turn into an item of 
$8,000 or $7,000 at the finish. These 
figures were submitted by the hospital 
authorities, by those in active charge 
of the hospital. As long as I have 
charge of the City Hospital I will al- 
ways try to give the best care and 
medical treatment to a citizen who is 
sick and on the broad of his back. I 
might say that the National Medical 
Society, visiting us recently, gave the 
City Hospital the highest standing in 
the United States, or among the high- 
est standing of hospitals—A num- 
ber 1. 


Mr. Oswald Routh objected to the 
sum of money appropriated by the city 
to the State Board of Children’s 
Guardians and also to the sum of 
money appropriated for salaries of 
employees engaged in outdoor poor 
work. 


Mr. Routh: With reference to the 
maintenance of the City Hall, I notice 
$190,000 was spent for it last year, 
and I believe $205,000 is being appro- 
priated this year. The Kinney building 
covers more area and costs $60,000 a 
year to maintain. These are figures 


obtained from the books of the Kinney 
building concern. . 


Commissioner Monahan: Here is 
what the Bureau of Municipal ` Re- 
search of New York has to say in ref- 
erence to the upkeep of the City Hall. 
The general conditions of the City 
Hall in respect to the upkeep is com- 
mendable, and the power plant and 
operating equipment are up to date. 


The amount asked for is not only 
for the upkeep of the City Hall, but 
also the new police headquarters and 
Municipal Employment Bureau, 9-11 
Franklin Street. 


The reason for additional amount of 
salaries required in this year’s budget 
for the upkeep of these buildings has 
been fixed by a committee of city of- 
ficials and members of the State Civil 
Service Commission in creating a 
standardization and equalization of 
salaries for municipal employees 
which has been approved by this body. 
The item of coal is very large, but 
over which I have no control. 


This building is not only used for 
offices for City Hall employees, meet- 
ings are held every evening by civic 
organizations, every available space is 
used for some purpose or other by 
State institutions, such as the issuing 
of auto licenses and the trying of 
eases by the Motor Vehicle De- 
partment. 


There are 210 rooms in these build- 
ings to be kept properly cleaned, light- 
ed and heated, also 300 windows that 
must be kept clean. The reason for the 
larger number of women cleaners is 
due to the fact that these offices can 
be only cleaned before and after office 
hours. The hundreds of poor people 
that are out of employment and come 
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to the City Hall for shelter, it takes 
help to clean after these people leave 
the building. 


Mr. Routh objected to the expendi- 
ture of $60,000 for the employment of 
inspectors on street obstruction work. 


Commissioner Raymond ‘informed 
Mr. Routh that only two men are em- 
ployed as inspectors on street obstruc- 
tion work at a salary of $3,600 per 
year for both. 


Mr. Routh stated that the collection 
of garbage and ashes could be done 
much cheaper were the department to 
have the work done by private con- 
tract, instead of by the city. 


Commissioner Raymond answered 
that even if the work could be done 
for less, all past .experience had been 
that the citizens got unsatisfactory 
and there 
was consequent trouble and quarreling 


between the government and the con- 
tractor. It would be next to impos- 
sible to get contractors to separate the 
garbage, ashes and rubbish, as was 
now done. 


service from contractors, 


James W. Costello, supervising en- 
gineer in charge of the Division of 
streets, who was called upon by Com- 
missioner Raymond, informed Mr. 
Routh that no first-class city in the 
country had the work done by private 


contractor any longer. That system 
is antiquated and had been discarded, 
remarking further that Philadelphia, 
the most corrupt city in the country, 


on January 1st gave up the old system 
and was collecting its own garbage 
and ashes. 


In reply to a statement by. Mr. 
Routh that the collectors throw 
garbage and ashes together in the 
same wagon, Engineer Costello said 
that such instances were isolated, and 
that thirty tons of separate garbage 
were collected daily. 


Commissioner Archibald offered the 
following resolution:

with the notice of time and place of 
public hearing thereon, as provided 
for by said act, and also to forward a 
copy of said budget to the Commis- 
sioner of Municipal Accounts; and 


Whereas, Proof of publication of 
said budget and notice of hearing 
thereon has been filed, showing the 
publication thereof, as required by 
law; and

Mayor Gillen:—I might say publicly 
that the City Commission this year 
has succeeded, I think, in reducing its 
budget about 23 points. Now, this is 
a considerable reduction over last 
year, and the general opinion of the 
commissioners, of the auditor and 
financial officers of the city is that last 
year the city expenses reached their 
peak and from that time on there will 


be a downward trend. This is borne 
out by the budget submitted this year. 
Our budget for 1921 shows at least 
28 points lower than it was in 1920, 
The school and county budgets may 
increase the tax rate. Over this we 
have no control in this body.
